There Is Nothing Suggestive of Repudi- 
ation in ths Communication to the 
Legislature—The Merits of the Conten- 
tion Between the People of St. Clair 
County and the Holders of Its Bonds 

Not Mow in Issue. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 27.—Gov. stone 
returned from st. Louis this morning, having 
gone down Friday night to attend a theater 
party given. by Mr. k. B. Ewing, and take in 
the opera at Music Hall. He was seen this 
afternoon by the Post-DisraTou representa. 
tive and was informed that certain brokers 
in St. Louis were expressing the opinion that 
if the suggestion made in his recent message 
that a law de passed authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint special pro tem 
officiais while. the regular officers 
are in jall for contempt of the 
Federal courts ‘should be followed, it 
would simply enable the Governor to act in 
collusion with the people of a repudiating 
county to defeat the collection of judgments 
awarded by the Federal courts in favor of 
the bondholders, and was asked his view of 
the matter. 

In the first place, he answered, it is 
not to be presumed that the Governor of the 
State will play a game of hide and seek with 
the Federal courts, or do anything dis- 
honorable, or anything unworthy his 
manhood or the dignity of his office. 
80 far as this phase of the 
question is concerned, and this is the least

important phase of it, I simply called the 
attention of the Legislature to the fact that 


the long continued imprisonment of the 
county judges would result in disorganiza- 
tionand disorder in the counties. The St. 
Clair County judges are now in jail and Iam 
informed will not be permitted to retyrn to 
the county to transact any official business 
until they consent to levy the tax com- 
manded by the Federal Court. To obey 
the mandate of the Federal Court is to sub- 
ject the judges to a prosecution in the 
State Courts. The Federal courts may hold 
the State laws and the orders of the State 
courts invalid, dut ithe State courts hold 
otherwise. But while this struggle is going 
on, and the county judges are standing help- 


less behind the bars, what is to become of the 


county? The county isa part, and a very 
importantand necessary part, of the State 
Government. Who is to levy the taxes re- 
quired to maintain the county government? 
_ Whots todraw the warrants and provide the 
means to support the insane confined from 
that county in the State institutions? Who is 
to perform the hundred and one similar 
things it is madethe duty of the County Court 
to do? Now,in order to preserve the au- 
tonamy of the counties, as a matter of im- 
mediate protection, I advised the Legislature 
to authorize the Governor, whenever a proper 
occasion presented itself, to designate a 
special judge to act for the county and do the 
thing-or things necessary to be done to 
maintain thecounty government. As soon as 
the business which he may be specially au- 
thorized to transact is completed, I would 
have his authority cease. This I would doin 
order to protect the special judge from the 
harrassments of a mandamus from the Fed- 
eral Court. This would in no wise 
interfere with the judges in jail. They 
would be still in the clutches of the Federal 


. Court; they would be still at liberty to obey 


the orders of that court; and the power of 
the Federal Judge would be in no wise 
abridged oraltered. Ithink the public in- 
terests are entitled to some consideration and 
protection, as well as those of the bond- 
holder.“ 
et is said, Governor, that this propos!i- 
tion has created something ofa panic in 
financial circles; and will greatly injure the 
credit of ail Missouri counties, when there 
are but three or four to be benefited by it. 
That kind of talk is not only absurd, but 
dishonest. The people of Missouri are not 
repudiators.

Jam aware that no law can be passed by 
the State impairing the 3 of a con- 
tract, and I know what the Federal courts 
have ‘said about that. No State ought to be 
permitted to pass such a law. I want 
every provision of the Federal Constitution 
observed and enforced. ith regard toall 
matters to which it applies it is the supreme 
law. The provision of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, which forbids the enactment of a law 
impairing the obligations of acontract, has 
been greatly broadened by forced consirue- 
tion in recent years, but whether a given 
statute that effect is a question 
upon which the Federal courts have a 
constitutional right to pass, and. the judg- 
ment ofthe United States supreme Court is 
final upon a question of that kind. 
That the Federal courts have gone too 
far along these lines; that they are con- 
stantly, by new devises and constructions, 
encroaching upon the States, widening the 
power of the Federal and narrowing that of 
the State Governments, there is no question, 
and IJery out against it. This isthe most 
formidable danger now menacing our lib- 
erties and institutions, and I marvel that 
the people of the country lock on with 89 
much complacency. But however 
strongly I may feel upon this 
subject I have not recommended 
any rash or intemperate action. I have not 
advised the legislature toenact any law for 
the purpose of thwarting the Federal au- 
thority. Ishall respect and uphold the Fed- 
eral authority whenever it acts within the 
scope of its constitutional power, but not 
beyond it. So far as the recom modations 
of this 3 are concerned, there are but 
two, viz: 

1. That the General Assembly, by resolu- 
tion, express its stern disapprobation of the 
usurpations of the Federal Courts, and me- 
morialize the Congress to enact such leagisla- 
tation as will put a curb on those courts and 
protectthe government of the State from 
utter overthrow. 

2. That a law be passed authorizing the 
Governor, when county officers are impris- 
oned, or are otherwise temporarily inca- 
pacitated from performingtheir duties, to 
appoint a special officer to do such thing or 
things as may be necessary to preserve the 
State and county governments, to the end 
that the public business may be transacted. 

**To memorialize Ss to take some ac- 
tion to restrain thee — te and to 
uphold the — 1 ee: the State may de an act 
of treason, but it had not before occurred to 
me. Aneffort to prevent the utter subver- 
sion of all State authority and the disorgan- 
ization of county governments may be 
treason likewise, but if so it be then the 
man who thinks so can make the most of it. 
There are people whoreckon all questions 
by the effect it will have on securities, on 
per cents and profits. They are ofthe tribe 
of Judas, who sold Christ fora few pieces of 
silver. They would destroy the institutions 
of our country and the liberties of the people 
rather than to see a coupon bond put in 
peril. No, sir; the recommendations I have 
made are in no wise in conflict with the 
Constitution of the United States, unless it be 
held thata law intended to prevent the dis- 
organization and disintegration of county 
governments, resulting from the continued 
imprisonment ofits officiais, is a law so in- 
terfering with the remedy of the bondholder 
as to amount to the impairment of the ob- 
ligations of a contract.“

Friends Were Waltzing. 
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MR. CARRADINE SAYS THAT HELTZELL 
PROVOKED THE ASSAULT. 


He Denies That He Was Making Any 
Disturbance and Olaim That Heltz ell 
Has a Grudge Against Him-Mr. 
Heltsell Applies for a Warrant—Car 
radine Surrenders Himself and Gives 
Bond. 


D. 8, Heltzell called at the Prosecuting At- 
torney’s office today and swore out a war- 
rant against W. Reed Carradine, son of 
Rev. B. Carradine of 2716 Dayton street, 
pastor of the First M. E. Church, charg- 
Ing assault and battery. Mr. Helt- 
zell, who is a commision merchant 
he 10 South Main street, as evidence carried 
a badly bruised and discolored eye. He stated 
that young Carradine, who is 25 years old, as- 
saulted him in the parlors ofthe First M. E. 
Church last evening during the time that ser- 
vice was being conducted in the church, 
which is at Dayton street and Glasgow 
avenue. 

Mr. Heltzell isa man about 40 years of age. 
For some time past he stated that the con- 
uregation of the First M. E. Church 
had been annoyed wy young people 
of both sexes assembling in the church 
parlors during evening service and 
amusing themselves. The flirtations, while 
innocent in themselves, were very annoying 
to those engaged in worship in the church. 
Heltzell was appointed by the 
Board of Stewards of the Church 
to look sfter the young people and 
break up the practice. He claims that young 
Carradine is the leader of the merry - makers. 

WALTZING IN THE CHURCH. 

Last evening when the service began at 
7:80 the usual disturbance was _ shortly 
heard in the rear of the church. 
Dr. Carradine occupied the pulpit. 
Mr. Heltzell went into the parlors and there 
found, he states, several couples engaged in 
waltzing tothe music of the organ. Heltzell 
approached young Oarradine, who was 
also taking part in the dance, and 
laying his ‘hand on the young man’s 
shoulder began to remonstrate with him for 
his conduct. Forareply Mr. Heltzell states 
that young Carradine struck him with his 
fist inthelefteye. Some one remarked that 
Mr. Heltzell was nothing but dirty trash.

But he has an active manner 
about him, which gives hima wiry, athletic 
appearance. He dresses well, wears 
glasses and carries himself like a well- 
groomed gentleman. His version of the 
story is as follows:

The 
wooden partition between her room and the 
hall was burning briskly and the smoke 
—.— in through the cracks. 

Springing out of bed fMiss Valentine 
kicked open her door and screamed: ‘‘Fire!’’ 
The hall was full of smoke and the stairs be- 
low were ablaze. John Zimmerman opened 
his door, and ina twinkling Frank Valentine 
rushed through the little hall room and in 
some manner got down to the street. He 
was in his underciothes and ran barefooted 
to the nearest fire alarm box and sent in the 
sigpal. Truck No. 8 from Seventh, near 
Olive street, was on the scene in a jifty, and 
the men found Mrs. Valentineand her daugh- 
ter standing on a led ust outside the hall - 
room window, half-dressed and terribly 
frightened. Miss Valentine was taken down 
safely by McAuliffe, Cronin and Riley, 
but Mrs. Valentine, who is very 
heavy, rell from the stand and 
was seriously bruised but not dangerously 
hurt. The window isnot more than twenty 
feet above the street, and the other roomers 
tumbled out as best they could, Mrs. Emery 
escaped without injury, but Dinghofter had 
nis ears burned and mustache singed off. 
The firemen quickly downed the flames and 
in balf an hour left the house drenched with 
water and wrecked in the second floor. The 
women were taken over to the Dispensary in- 
sensibie, but soon revived from their fainting 
spelis. The water seeped through the floor 
and damaged the goods in Mr. Lonerggpn’s 
store and in the cellar below. The entire loss 
will probably not K. $1,500. Lonergan 
was fully insured. The te ants on the second 
floor lost everything and had no tnsurance on 
their effects. The second floor of 1026 and 1028, 
occupied downstairs by Condon Bros. as a 
stovestore and upstairs as a lodging house, 
was damaged $200 by water. The fire is sup- 
posed to have starfed from a lamp in the 
second story hall of No. 1 

Mike Sulifvan, a fireman, belonging to 
Engine House No. 18, fell from the burning 
roof of the building ‘and received a fracture 
dressed at the Ci —— . 
re dres t the pensary, 
after which he Was taken to his home, 231 
O' Fallon street. 

Annie Rooney, a courtesan living at Eighth 
and Pine streets, was taken tothe City Dis- 
anes, this morning, suffering from heart 

Hure, superinduced by alcoholism. The 
attack was due to her excitement, caused by 
the fire. Dr. Fitzpatrick revived her by in- 
halations of ammonia and sent her home. 


A SHIP MODEL’S FATE.

Bacon to defend her on the ground of insani- 
ty. Miss Force is still confined in the office of 
the Chief of Police. She preserves an 
iron front and justifies her work. She has 
confessed the killing of her two sisters, and 
told how and why she did it, omitting none 
of the shocking details. She tells it ina firm 
voice, but now and then a particularly 
horrible portion of it will cause her to 
shudder. She talks on all subjects intelll- 
gently and even interestingly. The only 
point on which she seems unduly wrought up 
is the fatal delusion that her mother and 
sisters hated herand were better loved by 
her brothers than herself. 

Chief Connolly after hard work secured 
the statement written by Miss Julia Force 
concerning the tragedy. The statement is 
long and filled out with details of incidents 
which have occurred at her home. The state- 
mentis written in acopy book and covers 
twenty pages. It has been in course of prep- 
aration for a considerable length of time. 

In this statement Miss Force says: 

„They all loved my sisters better than they 
did me. Ofcourse they were younger, while 
I was growing older. 
house was for sister Minnie or for sister Flor- 
ence. A new dress; a new ornament 
would always look 80 Well on 
them without ever once referring to how it 
would look on me. Ihad the trouble of help- 
ing to raise them because lI was older and it 
made by blood boil to see them preferred be- 
fore me Inthe love of brothers and mother. 
Icould stand it no loager and nobody else 
would.“ 

After summing up a great many instances 
of imaginary wrong, she goes on: 

THE CAUSE ON THE CRIME. 

**l was willing to bear my private griefs in 
private. Idid not wish to harrow the public 
with the story of my personal griefs, 
but when public. disgrace ts plied upon 
me by notifying merchants not to credit 
me, the limit of endurance has been reached. 
When the clerks along thestreets can thus 
point atme, forwhat am I to live? Just 
think of it. Iam thus marked out while my 
sisters are favored and fondled and petted. 
Public disgrace is too much and 1 can't, I 
will not stand it.“ 

There is much more to the same effect, 
plainly showing that the hour of supreme 
retribution, as she imagined, was now at 
hand. : 

Miss Julia says she has no desire to escape 
the penalty of murder. Jealousy and hatred. 
inflamed by imaginary slights on the 
part of her family, are the 
cause of her terrible deed. Prior even to the 
death of her father, which occurred thirteen 
years ago, Miss Julia had labored under the 
delusion that caused her to resort to such 
violent measures on Saturday. Before that 
time she conceived the idea her parents 
disliked her and loved her sisters better than 
herself. This feeling resulted in bitter 
estrangement between her and her sisters. 

The climax was reached last Friday. Some 
time last week Miss Julia Force went toa 
well-known store and bought a bin 
of goods amounting to about $16, It 
was placed on her brother’s account. The 
matter came to the ears of her sisters, who 
on Friday wenttothe merchant and asked 
him not to Sell Miss Julla any more goods 
without the money. In the state at which 
matters were at the time this action was 
more than enough to bring on 4 crisis. 

Miss Julia was terribly incensed at her sis- 
ters’ conduct. She resolved to immediately 
execute the vengeance she had been plotting 
solong. She gave no sign of her intention. 
Her mother left home early in the morning to 
be gone until afternoon. Miss Julia seized 
upon the opportunity to do the terrible deed. 
She went up townand purchased a good 
pistol and box of cartridges. She loaded the 
pistol and laid it aside for use. She 
thén took from her trunk the statement 
which she had been preparing for so many 
months. She wrote a final entry upon its 
pages, and drawing a heavy lines across the 
bottom of the page, signifying that the end 
had been reached, she hurriedly left home 
and went to a friend’s and left the state- 
ment. From this lady Chief Oonnolly ob- 
tained it. 

After delivering her final statement to her 
friend Miss Julia returned home. The time 
for her deadly revenge had come, She sent 
Lulu Jenkins, the house girl, off on aner- 
rand. The cook was sent to the grocery 
store and then after her brothers. With 
the cook and housegirl away, Miss Julia was 
alone in the house with her victims, Noone 
knew of her fatal purpose. 

MINNIE’S DEATH.

‘ALL BLOOMINGTON AT THE STATION TO

The Speaker of ths North Dakota House 
Flops From the Republican to the Dem- 
ocratic Party—Ths Tennessee Speaker 
Determinss to Fight Against Disbar- 
ment and Will No: Resign. 


BLOOMINGTON, III., Feb. 27.—This city was 
astir unusually early this morning. It was 
the day of departure for the newly elected 
Vice-President and his escort for Washing- 
ton, and never since the memorial June 
evening when Stevenson returned from 
Chicago as the nominoe, has there been such 
general interest manifested. 

By 7:30 the station was thronged with 
eager citizens. The hour of departure had 
been announced as 8 o’clock, and a few min- 
utes before that time the special train which 
had been made up was backed in at the sta- 
tian, The private car, Glacier, which was to 
be Stevenson’s own quarters, Was the last, 
while ahead were six other coaches and a 
baggage car. On the first coach was a long 
banner with the words, ‘‘Illinols Club, 
Bloomington,’’ while upon the one just 
atthe head of the ‘‘Glacier’’ was another 
banner inscribed ‘‘Stevenson’s escort. The 
Vice-President’s carriage arrived at the do- 
pot at 10 minutes before 8. In it with him 
were his wife and son Louis, and Mrs. M. . 
Scott, his sister-in-law. The other members 
of the family followed in another carriage. 
Upon Mr. Stevenson's appearance the crowd 
gave a cheer, to which he bowed. The 
**Glacier’’ being the last car on the train, 
Mr. Stevenson was obliged to pass through 
the entire throng, his hand being 
shaken by all who could approach 
him. Some minutes were consumed before 
he and family were safely landed in his car, 
then the hundred or more citizens who are 
to go with him boarded the other cars and 
the whistle sounded for departure. There 
went up a parting cheer as the train steamed 
away. 

Mr. Stevenson’s parting with his mother 
was particularly touching. Owing to her 
feeble health the venerable lady could not 
accompany him. She kissed her son good-by 
atthe house. Mrs. Stevenson is 8 years old 
and she with servants will occupy the home 
until the family returns after the inaugural.

The opponents of silver coinage are mak- 
ing free use of the utteranee ih the Demo- 
cratic platiorm denouncing the Sherman 
law and demanding its repeal, to force the 
silver coinage Democrats into voting for 
the repeal of that measure.

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FIREMEN’S PENSIONS. 
The statemént made by Chief Lindsay 
through yesterday’s SUNDAY Post-DiIs- 
PATOH in support of the firemen’s pension 
bill presented some clear and cogent rea- 
sons for its adoption as a measure of wise 
publle policy. Laying aside ali senti- 
mental considerations which, however, 
should be given due weight, he placed the 
pension fund on a business basis as a nec- 
essary factor to securing the highest 
efficiency in the department. 
He concentrated the force of his argu- 
ment upon the necessity of having only 
active men in the fire companies. He dem- 
onstrated that the hard wear and tear, 
unusual risks and prolonged strains of 
the firemen’s work broke or disabled them 
by accident early in life. In order to sus- 
tain the efficiency of the department it was 
necessary to retire unfit men and fill their. 
places with young and strong substitutes. 
It retirement means throwing faithful but 
broken men out of the only employment 
for which they are fitted, to] suffer help-. 
less destitution, the interests of the de- 
partment will frequently be sacrificed, as 
they would not be if a pension ‘fund were 
available. 

There is another consideration in the 
pension proposition bearing potently upon 
the efficiency of the department. Great 
risks are often involved in the ‘work of the 
firemen. Sometimes the éfficiency of their 
work depends almost entirely upon will- 
ingness to risk lite and limb. Would not 
the thought that no provision is made for 
the support of their widows and children 
in case of death or for their own support in 
case of disablement naturally act as an ir- 
resistible deterrent motive in the matter of 
taking risks, and on the other hand would 
not the certainty of such provision stimu- 
late courage? : |

the plotting (against the life or person or 
diguity ot tne Lord and Emperor) is regarded 
as an accomplished crime, not only in case 
an attempt has already been made by the 
‘wrongdoer to put his criminal intentions 
into operation, but also as soon ashe has 


started any preparations whatever for this 


purpose, either by urging another person to 
take part in those intentions, or by plotting 
a@’conspifacy or starting a secret society for 
that end,or by forming sucha society or 
conspiraty, or else by expressing, either by 
word or in writing, his opinions and suppo- 
sitions on the subject, or in any other man- 
ner whatsoever. 


It will be noticed that this provision 
classes a plot against the dignity of the 
Czar with one against his life and that 
any words spoken against the Government 
or in favor of political reforms are con- 
sidered ‘‘accomplished crimes.’’ What 
the penalty is for accomplished crimes we 
all know. The treaty is a shrewd 
scheme of the Czar to crush liberal opin- 
ion. America has hitherto been the prin- 
cipal asylum for Russian liberals and they 
have hadaright to consider themselves 
safe with us. But by this arrangement the 
United States Government is compelled to 
support the Czar in his repressive meas- 
ures. We are to accept a defini- 
tion of the phrase, an attempt 
upon the life’’ of the Emperor, framed 
so as to cover every expression of opinion 
which may be distasteful to that singular 
personage. The freest governmentin the 
world has placed itself at the absolute 
disposal of the worst tyranny. 

We must know the names of the Sena- 
tors who voted for this treaty. It is with- 
out a parallelin American history, for it 
reverses the most sacred traditions and 
purposes of the American people. Those 
who voted for it deserve a rebuke, which 
they will receive in no uncertain terms 
when the guilty ones are known. Let us 
have the names.

Why Abolish the Smokin; Car? 


To the Editor of the Pos · Dispatch: 

Every fair minded citizen’of St. Louis will 
agree with me that all public nuisances 
should be abated. Smoking in street cars, 
on street cars, on therear platform of street 
cars, or on the front platform of street cars 
is a public nuisance. 

Inhaling tobacco smoke in large quantities 
is very unpleasant to most people, and to 
some it is positively poisonous, causing pains 
in the lungs, headaches, sickness at the 
stomach and many other disagreeable phys- 
ical manifestations—to say nothing of the 
moral effect upon the hapiess victim. 


Tobacco smoke is injurious to the eyes, 
especially to weak eyes—such as those of 
teachers, proofreaders, bookKeepers, com- 
positors, students, etc. The pungent proper- 
ties of the vapor irritate and inflame the al- 
ready diseased membranes, muscles and 
glands, 

The facilities of the street-car lines of St. 
Louls, as in many other cities, are utterly in- 
adequate to the comfortable transportation 
ofthe thousands patronizing them morning 
and evening. The car companies, it 
is but reasonable to assume, are utlil- 
izing morning and evening all the 
rolling stock compatible with the yo yan © 
of their power plantsand with a fair profit 
on the capital invested in their roads. A 
contrary course would necessarily result in a 
reduction of the earnings of the lines. The 
facilities being taxed to their utmost morn- 
ing and evening, it is not just to the com- 
panies or to the people that certain cars 
should be assigned tothe exclusive use ofa 
few individuals who, because of their habits, 
may not ride in the ordinary cars, thus ex- 
cluding others from using the available 
space that may remain in such cars. That 
the smoking car, when occupied exclusively 
by smokers, does often afford considerable 
room for non-smokers cannot be denied. On 
any line in the city a smoking car seldom 
contains more than eight or ten smokers. 
Any street car will accommodate many more 
passenrers—two, three, four, or even five 
times as many. That it is unjust to deprive 
the general public of this room during the 
hours of heavy traffic is plain to any thought - 
ul man. It is also obviously unjust to sub- 
— the general passenger to the breath - 
ng of tobacco smoke for a  half- 
hour or so, should any be driven 
by dire scarcity of time or other 
circumstances to invade the exclusive den of 
the smoker. That Many men and women are 
daily compelled by one cause or another to 
board the smoking car can be attested by 
tens of thousands in this city. i 

I have thus established the fact that the 
licensing of smoking cars is either subjecting 
the people at large toa certain amount of 
physical suffering, or it is depriving them of 
transportation rights guaranteed by the 
street railway companies when they were 
granted their operating franchises and 
rights of way by the people. Either being 
true, I conciude that the smoking car with 
its attendant inconveniences is a public 
nuisance, 

If public nuisances should be abated and 
if the smoking-car is a public nuisance, there 
can be but one conciusion: The licensing of 
smoking-cars on our street railways should 
be discontinued. Quod erat demonstrandum. 

It would be a benefit tu the car companies 
for obvious reasons, and it certainly would 
work little hurt tothe smokers; while the 
general public would be incalculably the 
gainers. 

Gentlemen and smokers, will you not re- 
member your mothers, sisters, sweethearts, 
wives, daughters, lady friends, gentlemen 
friends and all the rest of humanity—male or 
female—when you are about to smoke ina 
street car? 

Hoping the incomparable Post-DIspatcn, 
the true friend of tte people, will grant us 
full time and space in its Forum“ to fight 
this evil to the end, Iremain immutably op- 
posed to smoking-cars.

Bank of Engiand Out of £100,000 and 
Were Sentenced to Imprisonment for 
Life—Pardoned After Serving Twenty 
Years—Story of a Remarkabie Crime. 


New Yoru, Feb. 27.—A Paris cabiegram 
says that George McDonald, one of the 


notorious Bank of England forgers, who was | 
recently 


pardoned after serving nearly 


‘twenty years of a sentence of life imprison- 


ment, and whose pardon was granted on the 
ground that he had reformed, and aleo on his 
promise to leave England forever, is a pris- 
ener once more in Lisle, France, for passing 
a Bogus check. 

McDonald is a Harvard graduate and one 
ot the brightest men in the realms of crook- 
dom. He was the real leader in the great 
scheme in which he and the Bidwell brothers 
. Fobbed the Bank of England of over £100,000 
by the boldest scheme of forgery ever at - 
tempted. Austin Bidwell, who is now in 
this country, tells, in an interesting way 
how the trio of forgers worked the bank but 
Were finally caught, convicted and impris- 
oned. He says: ‘‘McDonald, my brother 
George Bidwell and myself made up our 
minds to beat the Bank of England. 
We left New York and went to London. I 
was a swell young man of excellent gadress. 
and one day I made my way into the pres- 
ence of Col. Francis, the manager of the 
Dank. My card bore the name of F. A. War- 
ren, and afterwards, when I was asked to 
sign the register with my full name, I in- 
vented the prefix Frederick Albert. Had I 
related my story toany banker in America I 
would have been told that I had escaped 
from a lunatic asylum. I described myself 
as a rich contractor. I was building a seven- 
million-dollar railroad in Southern Russia, 
anothef in Brazil; I was an American capi- 
talist who proposea to introduce the Pullman 
cars on every road in Europe, and was to 
put the American system of checking bag- 
gage into England merely as an advertise- 
ment.

In the 
meantime it had got along towards the 
close of 1872, and when my credit 
was firmly established at the bank 
and my transactions passed muster with- 
out question, we began the manufacture of 
our own bills of exchange. The day before 
we began our crookeil work I was chatting 
with Col. Francis and asked him what pre- 
cautions the bank took against forgeries. He 
replied I need have no fear on that account, 
the system instituted by the wise forefathers 
was perfect in its protectionand had not 
been changed since the days of Georgel. I 
thought to myself that a system which had 
been in use for 100 years was very likely to be 
like an old stage coach, but it was the sys- 
tem which aided our purpose and it was not 
for me to complain. Our homemade bilis 


were taken to the old lady on Threadneedle 


street, were promptly cashed, the proceeds 
placed to my credit and the bills put away 
in the vaults to be kept safe for six months 
and no questions asked. The six months 
were our limit. The scheme had given the 
‘old lady’ a nne supply of Dills about four

THE OLD HABIT TOO STRONG. 

McDonald returned to his friends in this 
country last September and was believed to 
have determined to lead an ig ° 294 
life. It now transpires that 
Donald had, or said he had, a large 
sum of money deposited in a French ban 
He said he had placed it there under a false 
name before he received his life sentence 
and he made up bis mind, after nineteen 
years, to go back to France and see if he 
could nnd it. He expected to recover the en- 
tire sum with interest. 

His friends tried to dissuade him. They 
did not believe, as a matcer of fact, that 
McDonald had ever placed the money in the 
French bank. 

McDonald, however, sailed for Lisle, 
France, only a few weeks after his arrival 
here. His friends expected to hear from 
him daily, and when two months had ex- 
pired and no word had been received, his 
sister set out for Francetofind him. Word 
came back from her that McDonald had 
been arrested and sent to prison. The cause 
of his arrest she did not state, but she wrote 
that he protested he lad no guilty intent in 
committing the offense for which he had 
been apprehended. The cause of McDon- 
ald’s arrest has since been learned. 

When he set out for France, McDonald 
had very littig money for the trip. He spent 
some time going to different banks in France 
and making inquiries until one day he found 
that he had about run out of ready cash and 
that his hotel bill had reactied generous 
dimensions. His iandlord asked him to set- 
tle. As the report comes to this country 
McDonald gave his lanplord a check fora 
sum of money about £5 in excess of 
his hotel bil and received the difference in 
cash. With the 45 in cash in nis 
pocket Mebonald intended returning to 
America, but the check turnea out to be 
worthless and he was arrested.

NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


Parnacled Ships Cominz Around for the 
Hampton Roads Review. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—Admiral 
Gherardi brought some very interesting in- 
formation with him concerning the ships of 
the flying squadron.’’ The believers in 
sheathing are taking much comfort from the 
intelligence that the ships of this fleet were 
materially impeded in their progress by the 
conditions of the bottoms of the vessels. 


There were no huge growths, such as is 
sometimes the case with ships which have 
seen long service inthe Pacific, but the bot- 
toms of the vessels were covered with minute 
barnacles which gave the hulls the appear- 
ance of immense sheets of sandpaper. This 
microscopic roughness was sufficient’ to in- 
terrupt the speed as the journey continued, 
and during the last weeks of the cruise the 
speed decreasad two knots per hour from the 
speed of starting. The ships will have to be 
docked, in order that they may make a de- 
cent showing in speed at the coming naval 
pageant in the Hampton Roads and at New 


ork. 

It is reported that the costof fuel alone to 
bring these ships around from San Francisco 
is about $120,000. I his is more than it would 
ordinarily be on account of the marine growth 
on the bottoms of the ships. 

In connection with this the Navy Depart- 
ment has recetved information through its 
agents abroad of the details of the new war- 
ship to be laid down at the Chatham dock 
yard forthe British navy. The ship will be 
within the limits of the Royal Sovereign 
class, witha speed of eighteen knots, which 


hull. For the ldtter three and a half inch 
teak will be used, covered with copper, which 
will enable the ship to Keep the sea for 
lengthened ods without docking. 
Unusual interest will attend the launching of 
the Indiana, the first modern battle-ship to 
be built for the American Navy, now under 
course of construction atthe ship-building 
works of Cramp & Sons, Philadelphia. It 
was intended to Jaunch this ship one day last 
month, but the accumulation of ice in the 
Delaware River made a postponement nec- 
essary. As the condition of the tide is of 
special importance in the launching of a 
vessel, particularly one of such dimensions 
as this 10,200-ton battle-ship is, the post- 

nement had to be until the latter part of 

ebruary. It will therefore take place Tues- 
day, Feb. 28. 


The First of the Fleet. 

NEw York, Feb. 27.—Of the thousands of 
visitors who thronged the deck and grand 
saloon of the American line steamer New 
York, on Washington’s birthday, probably 
not one-tenth of the number realized the im 


portance of the function from a naval stand 

int. The fact was lost sight of by many 
hat this steamer is really the nucleus of a 
fleet of naval reserve vessels for the United 
States, and she isthe only merchant ship at 
present owned by American Capital flying 
the starsand stripes that can maintain a 
speed oftwenty knotsan hour. She is 147 
feet longer than the largest man-of-warin the 
United States navy, hernamesake the big 
cruiser New Tork, and it is questioned whether 
the letter would be able to do much with her 
in a stern chase across the ocean, if the 
steamship had a start. While the 
United States cruiser New York is specially 
fitted for the mounting of heavy guns on her 
decks her mercantile sister is also quite 
strong enough to carry the armament that 
the navy department has already designed 
forher.
